Although a referendum for independence 
from Yugoslavia was passed in 1992, war and 
desperation continued to be part of life in 
Bosnia - Herzegovina. Ethnic Serbs’ opposition 
sparked fierce fighting. Serbs massacred thou- 
sands of Bosnians, mostly civilians. Also, it 
wasn’t long after the referendum was passed 
that Serb nationalist forces occupied 70 per- 
cent of Bosnia, with Croats holding a small 
area. A year later, in 1993, Bosnian Serbs, 
Muslims and Croats agreed in principle to 
partition the country into autonomous ethnic 
regions. However, as 1994 drew to a close, the 
fighting continued and negotiations on a peace 
plan made slow progress. 

President Bill Clinton won a signifi- 
cant political battle with the crime bill. The plan 
will cost $30 billion and bans the manufacture, 
sale and possession of 19 specific types of 
assault-style weapons. It also allows the death 
penalty for 60 additional federal crimes, in- 
cluding drive-by shooting and carjacking 
deaths. As for money, the law authorizes 
billions of dollars over six years to build prisons 
and hire more police. 

Refugees fleeing the dictorial regime 
of Fidel Castro were refused entry into the 
United States. President Bill Clinton ended 28 
years of favored treatment for Cuban refugees. 
He ordered U.S. ships to intercept those fleeing 
Cuba by boat to detain them at the U.S. Navy 
base in Guantanamo Bay. Castro was allowing 
the refugees to leave the island country, and 
tens of thousands boarded makeshift vessels 
bound for Florida. In 1980 Castro flooded 
Florida with more than 125,000 Cubans. It was 
known as the Mariel boat lift.

Stories of rage and abuse come up as O.J. 
Simpson is put on trial for the murders of his 
ex-wife Nicole Brown Simpson and her friend 
Ronald Goldman. On June 12, 1994, the 
bodies were found in her Los Angeles home. As 
Marcia Clark, the prosecuting lawyer, builds up 
the evidence against O.J., Robert Shipiro, lead 
lawyer on the defense team, says he is working 
hard to keep his client out of prison. 
Cruelty or justifiable punishment? Michael 
Faye, 18, is now scarred for life after receiving 
six lashes on his buttocks from a cane. The 
crime: spray painting and vandalism in 
Singapore, China. Mr. Faye was ordered to 
serve four months in prison and to pay a 
$2,200.00 fine in addition to the lashes. 

The President was involved in scandal this 
year when he was accused of sexual harass- 
ment by Paula Jones, as well as alledgedly 
being involved in a real estste scam. 

The helpless bodies of Michael and 
Alexander Smith were found strapped to 
their car seats in the bottom of John D. Long 
Lake in Union South Carolina on November 
10, 1994. Murdered by their mother, Susan 
Smith, who had claimed that an African 
American male had carjacked her. Not only 
did he supposedly take the car, but he kid- 
napped her two young sons. The case devel- 
oped into an all- out nationwide manhunt, 
leaving the police clueless and baffled. Fi- 
nally, Susan Smith broke down and con- 
fessed to pushing her car into the lake with 
her two children trapped inside.
